1* H. R. 6591 provides that all Department of Defense personnel, both 
civilian and military, be required to pay ocean transportation charges for the 
transport of privately-owned vehicles to and from overseas areas in connection 
with permanent changes of station.

5 when civilian personnel, or personnel of the Navy (includ- 

6 ing Marine Corps), Air Force, or Army, are required or 

7 ordered to make a permanent change of station, motor vehi- 

8 eles owned by them for their personal use (not to exceed 

9 one vehicle per person) may be transported to their new 

10 posts of duty on Government-owned vessels, but the costs of 

11 such transportation, and the cost of the return transportation 

12 of the motor vehicles to the United States, shall be paid 

13 for by such personnel.
